
HOUSING LIST BAN 
ON LAWBREAKERS 


EX-OFFENDERS will be barred from 
applying for social housing under new 
plans approved by Harlow Council. 

As part of the biggest shake-up of its housing 
policy in decades, the authority wants to exclude 
applicants with certain convictions - including 
those with injunctions or ASBOs - from joining its 
overstretched housing register. 

Anyone with children or other members of their 
household who are engaged in criminal or anti¬ 
social activity will also be blocked from applying. 

The council claims the move - which comes into 
force from September - will free up more housing 
for those in genuine need. 

But critics, including ex-offenders charity 
Unlock, have branded the ban “irresponsible” and 
warned it could lead to dramatic increases in re¬ 
offending and homelessness. 

Rod Truan, the council’s portfolio holder for 
housing, told the Star: “It’s important to make clear 
that this will not exclude everyone with a criminal 
conviction from joining the housing register. In all 
cases we are talking about those with recent con¬ 
victions or who are engaged with ongoing criminal 
or anti-social behaviour. 

“Each case will be treated on its merits, although 
generally speaking those with outstanding ASBOs 
or injunctions, or those with recent convictions for 
domestic abuse, hate crime or other housing-relat¬ 
ed offences will be excluded.”

Cllr Truan said the decision had 
been taken following a three-month 
public consultation last year, which 
saw 86 per cent of respondents back 
the plan. 

“We think this is a fair and just 
policy, and it is clearly something 
that reflects the wishes of Harlow resi¬ 
dents,” he added. 

But Chris Bath, executive director of 
Unlock, said the policy was a “short-sighted 
vote-winner” that would create long-term prob¬ 
lems. 

“I can appreciate that Harlow Council has a 
shortage of housing stock, but barring ex-offenders 
from joining the register is not the answer to the 
problem,” he said. 

“One of the cornerstones of the rehabilitation 
process is the provision of stable accommodation. 
If you take that away you could ultimately see a 
dramatic rise in re-offending, not to mention a wor¬ 
rying homelessness problem. 

He added: “Take this as an example: what hap¬ 
pens when a law-abiding couple’s child falls in with 
the wrong crowd and ends up being hit with an

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New Mil junction 
now a top priority

PLANS to ease congestion on Harlow’s 
busy road network by building a new 
junction at the Mil have shifted up a 
gear after Essex County Council 
declared the scheme its “number one 
highways priority”. 

The county council, the Harlow Gateway 
Transport Board and Harlow Council have 
all given their official backing to the traffic- 
busting bypass proposals following a 
£500,000 feasibility study. 

County Hall is now set to press ahead with 
a public consultation on the plans before 
making a formal approach to the 
Government for funding for the multi-mil- 
lion pound project later this year. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who has spear¬ 
headed an eight-year campaign supporting 
the construction of a new junction, 
described the county council’s support as a 
“dramatic leap forward”. 

“This is fantastic news,” he said. “We des¬ 
perately need a new junction as Harlow is 
being choked to death by traffic and 
motorists are suffering every day. 

“Once it is built it will mean 3,000 extra 
jobs in Harlow’s Enterprise Zone, smoother 
traffic flows and a stronger case for regener¬ 
ation in our town-centre.” 

He added: “I believe Harlow should be a 
magnet for investment and I will be urging 
the Government to put us at the top of the list 
for new transport infrastructure.” 

Derrick Louis, cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and transportation at Essex County 
Council, added: “This scheme will support 
the delivery of thousands of new jobs for the 
Harlow area and bring much needed 
improvements to the road network in and 
around Harlow, including the new Enterprise 
Zone. 

“I hope that partners both locally and 
nationally will support the progression of 
this scheme.” 

Harlow Council pledged its support for the 
scheme following a vote at last Thursday’s 
full council meeting. 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson told the 
Star: “This is good news for the town and 
brings a new Mil junction a step closer. 

“Reducing traffic congestion and improv¬ 
ing the road infrastructure will help with the 
regeneration of Harlow which is a priority 
for Harlow Council.”

ASBO for a relatively minor offence? It hap¬ 
pens all the time and it will now mean that 
an entire household will be barred from the 
housing register. 

“It’s an unfair, irresponsible and funda¬ 
mentally flawed policy that sets a dangerous 
precedent.” 

The ban is just one of several changes to 
the council’s housing policy. Other revisions 
include giving adopters, foster carers and 
members of the armed forces with local 
connections greater priority, while from 
September all applicants must have continu¬ 
ally lived in Harlow for at least five years 
before being eligible. 


Single or joint applicants with more than 
£50,000 in savings, equity or income will 
also now be excluded from joining the list, 
which has been rebranded the Housing 
Needs Register to reflect the fact housing is 
allocated based on need rather than the 
length of time applicants have been waiting. 

Cllr Truan added: “This review will not 
address the shortage of housing in Harlow 
but ensures that those who get housing in 
future are those that need it most. 

“Building more housing in Harlow is a 
priority for the council and we are going to 
be looking at how we can provide more 
housing choices in future, but this is not 
something which will happen overnight.”

knocked for 
youth band 


W ERE you one of the “sons 
and daughters of Harlow” 
lucky enough to have toured 
Europe with the Netteswell Youth 
Band? 

Formed in November 1967, the award¬ 
winning brass ensemble was made up of 
young musicians from Mark Hall and 
Netteswell schools, and soon built up a 
reputation for being one of the finest 
youth bands in the country. 

Former cornet player and founder 
member Kevin Forbes got in touch with 
Nostalgia this week to share his 
memories of life on the road with the 
award-winning band - including 
recollections of a memorable trip to 
London in 1970 to play live on the steps 
of St Paul’s Cathedral (pictured). 

“The band complemented the already 
established and highly-regarded 
Netteswell School Band, which had been 
in existence for some years previously 
and possessed a great reputation in 
school and youth musical circles,” said 
Kevin. 

“But it wasn’t long before we had our 
own triumphs to be proud of, with early 
highlights including a tour of 
Scandinavia, appearances on TV show 
Opportunity Knocks and concerts in 
Westminster Abbey’s College Garden. 

“In 1970 we were even invited to take 
part in the City of London Festival, 
performing at the opening concert in the 
Paternoster Piazza outside St Paul’s 
Cathedral.”

A tour of Holland and Germany followed 
later the same year, while in 1971 the 
group recorded a 45-minute program for 
BBC Radio 3 before cutting their first 
stereo LP, titled Netteswell Brass. 

Concerts in Salzburg and Vienna followed 
as the band hit the road again, finishing 
the year by making the finals of the 
national brass band championships. 

Kevin added: “Over those first three-and- 
a-half years the band undertook over 60 
other engagements and concerts both 
locally and nationally, with charities 
frequently benefiting from the band’s 
activities. 

“The legacy of this band of young people, 
coupled with a strong management of 


committed music teachers and 
supporters, has provided a brass 
ensemble which has continued to grow 
for many more years. 

“Its existence and the commitment of 
those involved has enabled many 
hundreds of young people since its 
formation to explore the field of music, 
becoming professionals, teachers and 
amateurs creating music and funds for 
their communities. 

“I am proud to have been one of the 
‘sons and daughters of Harlow’, helping 
to raise the profile of the town with our 
music.”

Were you a link in CND's human chain of protest? 


W ERE you a link in the 
14-mile human chain 
stretching across Berkshire’s 
‘nuclear valley’ back in 1983? 
The protest organised by the 
Campaign For Nuclear 
Disarmament was one of the 
UK’s biggest-ever anti-nuclear 
demonstrations, with almost 
80,000 people lining the route 
between the Greenham 
Common missile base and the 
UK Government’s nuclear 
warhead factory at Burghfield. 
According to a Star article 
published on April 7, 1983 
{right), more than 100 
members of the Harlow 
branch of the CND travelled 
by bus to Berkshire to join the 
rally on April 1. 

The report quotes Harlow 
CND organiser Mary 
Solomon, who told the paper: 
“The human chain was 
intended to break the nuclear 
chain by showing our

opposition to Governmnet 
subservience to the US 
military idea of relying totally 
on nuclear weapons for 
defence. To us, this is nuclear 
valley.” 

The event was the climax of a 
week of anti-nuclear activities 
across England in the run-up 
to Easter. Hailed as a huge 


success by the CND, 
Government defence minister 
Michael Heseltine branded the 
demonstrators “misguided and 
naive”. 

He wasn’t the only one to 
condemn the protest, with pro- 
nuclear group The Coalition 
for Peace Through Security 
flying a plane overhead 


trailing a banner reading 
‘CND - Kremlin’s April 
Fools’.

Teen assaulted near leisure centre 


A TEENAGER was left nursing a 
bloodied nose, cuts and bruises 
after being assaulted outside 
Harlow Leisurezone on Friday 
morning. 

Police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses to the attack on the 18- 
year-old victim by three youths 
between 10am-10.45am. 

All three assailants are white. 
One is described as 16-20 years 
old, 5 ft 7ins tall and of slender but 
muscular build. He was wearing a 
black body warmer and a blue 
jumper with dark blue stripes on 
the arm. 


The second suspect is 16-20, 
5ft 8ins tall, of chubby build and 
was wearing blue jeans while the 
third is aged 11-15, 5ft 4ins tall 
and had tanned skin. He was 
wearing a grey hat and a blue 
jumper with orange writing on it. 

PC James Mulholland, of 
Harlow police, said: “This inci¬ 
dent occurred in broad daylight 
within a short time frame in a 
busy area. If anyone saw anything 
please contact me.”

THE first budget of Harlow 
Council’s ruling Labour 
administration will be a disas¬ 
ter for the town’s struggling 
shops and businesses, opposi¬ 
tion councillors have warned. 

The spending plans were approved 
at a fiery council meeting on Thursday 
evening, during which the Conser¬ 
vatives slammed the authority’s deci¬ 
sion to scrap free parking at neigh¬ 
bourhood shopping hatches and 
claimed some hard-pressed traders 
would be pushed into bankruptcy as a 
result. 

Proposing an alternative budget in 
which council tax would be frozen, 
free parking retained and councillors’ 
allowances reduced, Tory group leader 
Andrew Johnson said: “I’m shocked 
by what Labour have put before us 
tonight. 

“Not two years ago they were rail¬ 
ing against us for planning to with¬ 
draw the free first hour at local car 
parks. It wasn’t true because, after 
consulting with the business commu¬ 
nity, we were clearly told that if we did 
that it would be the death knell for 
shopping centres in The Stow, Bush 
Fair and Old Harlow. We listened and 
we kept that hour free.

“Now Labour are effectively saying 
they don’t care about business in this 
town, they don’t care about the small 
business owners, they’re going to put 
20p on [parking] because it’s easier for 
them and takes the hard decisions out 
of their grasp.

“Would the opposition rather see 
service cutbacks and people out of 
work or the introduction of a nominal 
20p fee for an hour’s parking?” 

A further row erupted after 
Conservative councillors pounced on 
figures suggesting the total annual 
spend on members’ allowances would 
increase by £1,420 - a figure Labour 
insisted had been mistakenly included

in the budget documentation due to an 
“accounting error”. 

The administration also came under 
fire for turning down the Govern¬ 
ment’s offer of a Council Tax Freeze 
Grant by raising its share of the bill by 
1.5 per cent, while Tories argued that 
plans to abandon free bulky waste col¬ 
lections would increase the problem of 
flytipping 

But council leader Mark Wilkinson 
said he was proud of his administra¬ 
tion’s first budget. “This has been set 
against a backdrop of ruthless cuts 
forced upon us by the Tory-led coali¬ 
tion government,” he told the meeting. 

“To put this into perspective, our 
grant has been cut by 27 per cent over 
the last two years, with a forecast of 
another 24 per cent over the next two 
years. Even so, our administration has 
worked tirelessly with officers to 
achieve our targets whilst protecting 
as many services as possible. 

“Of course we’ve had to raise some 
charges which will be unsavoury for 
some people but they are unfortunate¬ 
ly necessary to protect our most val¬ 
ued services. It is a balanced and 
effective budget that will protect serv¬ 
ices like The Playhouse and Pets 
Comer while making the huge savings 
we have been forced to confront.”

I feel very 
lucky to have known him to the 
degree that I did and will never 
forget the advice, comfort and 
direction he gave me.” 

James, who was known as 
‘Superman’ to his close friends, 
was struck down by Wolff- 
Parkinson-White syndrome, a rare 
heart condition that can trigger 
cardiac arrest through a sudden 
spike in heart rate.

Living Wage crusade is 
a cheap political stunt

Making top earners pay 
more is not the answer

Yes, reintroducing the lOp tax band would be 
expensive and, yes, it would affect everyone, but 
proportionately the impact of this on those on 
lower incomes would be far higher. 

As for reducing the top rate of tax, the figures 
are there for everyone to see.

Finally, Harlow’s Labour council is paying its 
workers a Living Wage which, according to Mr 
Cochrane, will make a real difference. I am sure 
it will for both of them as it involves just two 
employees. Big difference!

Restoring a lOp tax rate 
would help the poorest 

SIR, In his letter last week, I believe that 
Charles Cochrane’s approach was fundamentally 
wrong. 

Look at the facts. Conservatives in government 
are cutting taxes for 35,754 people in the 
Harlow constituency in April this year. That is 
half of our town. Some 1,666 Harlow workers 
will be lifted out of income tax altogether. The 
personal allowance will rise by a further £235 in 
April, taking it to £9,440. 

This is an income tax cut for Harlow workers of 
£9.5m altogether. That is £9.5m more staying in 
Harlow, being spent in our local shops rather 
than taken away by HMRC to spend elsewhere. 
The low paid will benefit the most as a share of 
income. 

In addition, Harlow families have been helped 
by a three-year council tax freeze and a cut in 
fuel duty. Harlow welfare claimants will also see 
their benefits rise in cash terms by one per cent 
a year. 

The only dark cloud on the horizon is the 
Labour Party, which has voted to increase 
council tax this year. 

My CutTaxTolOp.com campaign is saying let’s 
restore the lOp starter rate of income tax. Let’s 
cut taxes for a living wage. Lots of people of all 
parties support this. More than 500 local 
residents have signed the petition and it has also 
won praise from the Labour-supporting New 
Statesman and Daily Mirror. 

Whilst it is true that the policy costs £6bn, this 
is money that would be raised from higher 
revenues from wealthy people based on more 
income coming in from the 45p rate. This has 
been confirmed by the independent think-tank 
the Institute For Fiscal Studies. 

Mr Cochrane is right that cuts in income tax 
help everyone. However, a restored lOp rate 
would help the poorest the most as a share of 
income. 


Despite the propaganda in certain quarters, most 
people remember that for 13 years under Labour 
the highest tax rate was 40p. From this April it 
will be 45p. So the coalition is taxing the rich 
more than for most of Labour’s period in office. 
Finally, whilst I welcome Harlow Council 
promising to pay the Living Wage, this is paid 
for through people’s taxes and only applies to a 
small handful of lucky individuals in the local 
authority. If Mr Cochrane is seriously opposed 
to my proposal, what would he do instead to 
help ordinary families in the private sector and 
the wider public sector? Benefits are rising 
slowly, but the country is bankrupt and cannot 
afford even higher rises. 

When Gordon Brown scrapped the lOp rate in 
2008 he hit every single Harlow worker with 
higher taxes. My campaign is asking why can’t 
we change that and allow Harlow people to keep 
£256 more of their own wages every month? I 
hope Mr Cochrane will support it.

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Councillors clash during debate on gay marriage 


LABOUR and Conservative 
councillors have clashed during a 
debate on gay marriage. 

The row broke out after a motion 
put forward by Labour's Emma 
Toal calling on the authority to 
support the Marriage (Same Sex 
Couples) Bill - which was 
approved by MPs in the House of 
Commons last Tuesday - was 
discussed at Thursday's full 
council meeting. 

Members of the town's gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and transgender 
community sitting in the public 
gallery cheered as Cllr Toal said: 
"My belief is that everyone in 
this town should be equal no 
matter the colour of their skin, 
their faith or the gender of the 
person that they love. 

"We have the responsibility to 
ensure that all our residents are 
treated equally. Some people say 


civil partnerships are equality 
but separate equal is not equal." 
But while Labour members 
unanimously backed the motion, 
opposition councillors dismissed 
the motion as an attempt to 
deflect attention from a 
"catastrophic" first budget. 
Conservative group leader 
Andrew Johnson argued the 
debate was pointless as the Bill 
had already been approved by 
MPs, but added he could not 
support any legislation that 
attempted to redefine the 
institution of marriage. 

"The Government's guarantees to 
not force religious institutions to 
conduct same-sex ceremonies is 
worthless because it will not 
come down to the British courts 
but to the European Court of 
Human Rights," he told the 
meeting.

Priest quizzed 
over abuse 
allegations 



A CATHOLIC priest who wo¬ 
rked in Harlow for five years 
during the 1990s has been 
arrested in connection with 
child abuse allegations dating 
back to the early 1980s. 

Father Tony Me Sweeney, now liv¬ 
ing in Norfolk, was priest of the 
Holy Cross & St Luke’s Parish 
between 1993 and 1997. 

Officers from Metropolitan Pol¬ 
ice arrested the 66-year-old last 
Wednesday on suspicion of commit¬ 
ting sexual offences at the Elm 
Guest House in south west London 
almost 30 years ago. 

A 70-year-old man from East 
Sussex was also arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the same investigation, 
which was launched last year after 
concerns were raised by MP Tom 
Watson in the House of Commons.

Mr Watson said a file of evidence 
used to convict paedophile Peter 
Righton of importing child pornog¬ 
raphy in 1992 contained “clear 
intelligence” of a sex abuse gang. 

Commander Peter Spindler, head 
of the Met’s Specialist Crime 
Investigations, said: “This is a com¬ 
plex multi-agency investigation sup¬ 
ported by the NSPCC, CEOP (Child 
Exploitation and Online Protection 
Centre) and Richmond Social 
Services involving non-recent alle¬ 
gations of sexual assault against 
children. 

“It is vital that anyone who has 
been affected by or has information 
about activity in the early 1980s at 
the Elm Guest House or the Grafton

Father McSweeney has been 
released on bail until April pending 
further inquiries. 

According to the Diocese of East 
Anglia, he has voluntarily with¬ 
drawn from all active ministry and 
resigned from his role as director of 
the Notre Dame High School in 
Norwich with immediate effect. 

Diocesean administrator Father 
David Bagstaff said: “The safe¬ 
guarding of children and vulnerable 
people is of paramount importance 
to the Catholic church and the dio¬ 
cese is co-operating fully with the 
police in this investigation. 

“Our thoughts and prayers are 
with all involved in the investiga¬ 
tion.”

L AST week the 
council set its 
budgets for the coming 
financial year. 

In doing so it had to 
balance the need to 
protect services with 
the need to cut 
spending to meet the 
Government's cuts in 
the grant it gives to 
the council. 

I know how difficult it 
continues to be for 
residents in the 
current economic 
climate and it was with 
great reluctance that 
we agreed a 1.5 per 
cent increase in our 
share of council tax, 
which is equivalent to 
an increase of only 6p 
per week for a 'Band C' 
home. It was a small 
step I believe we had 
to take to save all 
residents from steeper 
council tax increases in 
years to come. 

Changes in Government 
rules to Council Tax 
Benefit from April this 
year also mean that 
around 5,000 residents 
will either pay more 
council tax or pay it 
for the very first time. 
The Government is 
giving the council 10 
per cent less funding 
and making it agree a 
Local Council Tax 
Support Scheme to 
meet this funding cut. 
This means Harlow will 
have £1.3m less to 
support local people - 
a gap it simply cannot 


afford to make up 
given that it already 
faces making other 
budget savings of 
£1.75m in 2013/14 
largely due to other 
cuts in Government 
grants. 

Despite the huge 
financial challenges, 
the Playhouse will be 
funded for the next 
three years and the 
paddling pools funded 
for another year. More 
money will go to 
support the work of 
the youth council. 

We are also adopting 
the Living Wage for our 
lower paid staff which I 
hope will be followed 
by other businesses in 
Harlow. 

Increases in charges 
have been kept as low 
as possible and the 
introduction of a 20p 
charge for the first 
hour in three council 
neighbourhood car 
parks from September 
will contribute to the 
protection of other 
services. 

We are also saving 
money at the Civic 


Centre. Senior 
management has been 
reduced further and 
this will save £50,000. 
Councillor allowances 
are reviewed by an 
independent 
remuneration panel but 
the administration has 
already publically 
stated that there will 
be a freeze on 
allowances in 2013/14 - 
they will not be going 
up. 

Further savings will see 
£2,000 come off the 
council chair's budget 
and £5,000 saved on 
training and conference 
attendance. 

We have made tough 
decisions in very 
difficult circumstances 
but have done our 
utmost to protect 
services. 

We will continue to do 
all that we can to 
protect services but 
we fear that the 
ongoing reductions in 
Government funding 
will create further 
pressure and 
challenges for Harlow 
in the coming years. 


MPs home in on 

To Buy

HOUSING minister Mark Prisk visit¬ 
ed Harlow on Friday to raise aware¬ 
ness of the Government’s reinvigorat¬ 
ed Right To Buy scheme. 

Mr Prisk was joined in the town centre by 
local MP Robert Halfon, who has launched a 
new website helping council and social hous¬ 
ing tenants to find out how to buy their homes. 

Mr Prisk, MP for the neighbouring Bishop’s 
Stortford and Hertford constituency, said: “We 
have learnt from the lessons of the 1980s when 
this was first introduced. 

“The campaign is important because local 
people can really benefit from the Right To 
Buy scheme and many just don’t know about it. 

“People who have started on low income 
housing and would like the chance to buy their 
home can do so and all the money made goes 
back into building new houses. It’s a great 
scheme of growth.” 

Mr Halfon added: “Housing is the number 
one issue in Harlow and this scheme is built to 
help people on lower incomes own their own 
homes. 

“The big difference between the old and new 
Right To Buy schemes is that the money now 
has to be used by local authorities to build 
more social and affordable housing, so it 
becomes a virtuous circle. 

“This campaign is all about letting people 
know they have this chance to buy their own 
home - and get great discounts when they do.” 

The scheme is only open to tenants who

have rented public sector-owned accommoda¬ 
tion for at least five years and who do not own 
any other properties. 

Anyone with outstanding possession orders 
against them or legal problems with debt are 
not eligible to apply. 

Those who sign up to Mr Halfon’s website - 
www.rightobuyharlow.com - will be offered 
detailed advice on the support available to peo¬ 
ple looking to purchase their council or hous¬ 
ing association property. 

Discounts of up to 60 per cent for a house 
and 70 per cent for a flat, up to a limit of 
£75,000, are currently available to eligible 
applicants.

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Crime witness woken 
by husband's snoring 


A WOMAN who was kept awake 
by her husband’s snoring was 
able to give police a running 
commentary of a burglary being 
carried out next door. 

While Karen Hayden lay awake at 
3am unable to get back to sleep, she 
heard voices outside her home at 
Canons Brook. 

She looked out of the window and 
spotted two youths behaving suspi¬ 
ciously so she dialled 999 and was 
able to give police a commentary over 
the phone of what the pair were doing. 

As a result of her amateur detective 
work and court evidence, one of the 
youths - a 13-year-old who cannot be 
named for legal reasons - appeared at 
Chelmsford Crown Court charged 
with burglary. 

He denied the charge but it took the 
jury just 30 minutes to find the case 
proved. 

The court had been told that as Mrs 
Hayden watched the drama unfold 
from her bedroom window, she direct¬ 
ed police to where she thought the 
thieves were. 

Mrs Hayden told the court : “I was 
at home in bed and wide awake as my 
husband was snoring. I was lying there 
and I heard footsteps stop and then run 
off. I got up and had a look. 

“I went to the bedroom window and 
saw a boy running off down the path,

stop and speak to somebody else. The 
boy tried to put some gloves on - I 
think they were latex gloves - and he 
ran to the bushes of the burgled house. 

“The other chap entered the prop¬ 
erty through the front door and I 
thought ‘he’s doing a burglary’ so I got 
my mobile and rang the police and 
described what was going on.” 

A recording of her 999 call to the 
police was played to the court. In it she 
is heard to say: “You need to come 
quickly, I can see a burglary in Canons 
Brook. I know who the boy is. 
Whether they’ve got a car down the 
road I don’t know.” 

Her husband, Richard, then woke up 
and the pair of them directed police 
from their bedroom window to where 
they thought the burglars were. 

Nneke Akodulu, prosecuting, told 
the jury the victims of the burglary 
were the Haydens’ neighbours. 

They went to bed at about 12.30am 
and were asleep in the house through¬ 
out the burglary in which a laptop, a 
Prada handbag, a Rolex watch, jew¬ 
ellery and the car were stolen. 

The youth, who claimed it was a 
case of mistaken identity, will have to 
wait to hear his fate after sentencing 
was adjourned until March 11.

Belt up-police stop

MORE than 200 vehicles were 
stopped and checked by police as part 
of an operation to improve road safe¬ 
ty and cut crime on Harlow’s roads. 

Roadside checks and mobile 
patrols were carried out as part of 
Essex Police’s ‘Operation Surround

Those caught exceeding the 
speed limit were given the choice of 
paying a £60 fine and receiving three 
points on their licence or facing a road 
safety lecture from the pupils. 

Derrick Louis, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and transportation, said road 
safety was one of the authority’s key 
priorities. 

“We work closely with partners 
such as Essex Police to deliver educa¬ 
tion and enforcement activity as well 
as to raise awareness of issues such as 
the use of mobile phones, seatbelts 
and speeding,” he said. 

“We all have a role to play in keep¬ 
ing ourselves and other road users 
safe and by working together we can 
help make Essex an even safer place 
to live.”

MEET Rex - the real-life bionic man fitted with 
artificial organs, synthetic blood and robotic limbs. 

It might sound like the stuff of science fiction novels, but Rex 
- short for robotic exoskeletons - was unveiled last week to show 
how scientists could soon use similar technology to save lives. 

He is made up of parts that will one day be used to replace real 
organs in transplant patients. 

Among his amazing features are man-made blood, an artifical heart 
and manufactured eyes that can actually see. 

The team of UK robotocists who built him say the £640,000 project proves 
we now have the technology to replace real body parts. 

The 6ft 2ins artificial man was made for a television documentary - How To 
Build A Bionic Man - which was broadcast last week. 

The presenter, Swiss psychologist Bertolt Meyer, even has a bionic hand 
himself - and Rex’s incredibly lifelike face is based on his. 

Meyer said: “I was born without a left hand so I have always been 
fascinated by bionics. 

“Rex gives us hope that humans can build organs.” 

Rex is now part of a new exhibition on robotics at the 
Science Museum in London where he will remain on 
display until March 11.

SET sail for Victoria Hall this

Hannam, the wacky. Spike 
Milligan-esque tale first appeared 
as a novel in 2006 and has now 
been transferred from page to 
stage by the aspiring author 
himself.

SINCE the release of The 40-Year-Old Virgin, 
in which Steve Carell famously had his chest 
waxed on camera, writer-director Judd 
Apatow has become synonymous with 
rumbustious yet touching comedies which 
explore the foibles of the human condition. 
Knocked Up refracted a traditional boy meets girl 
scenario through the prism of unexpected 
parenthood. Then Funny People reunited a 
beleaguered stand-up comedian with his estranged 
family in the shadow of terminal illness. 

In This Is 40, Apatow revisits characters from 
Knocked Up to explore the reality of married life for 
a middle-aged couple who have lost that loving 
feeling. 

Pete (Paul Rudd) and Debbie (Leslie Mann) have 
raised two beautiful daughters - 13-year-old Sadie 
(Maude Apatow) and eight-year-old Charlotte (Iris 


Apatow) - but are now stuck in a rut. 

Sadie is going through a difficult phase, clashing 
with her parents about her addiction to her 
favourite television show. Meanwhile, precocious 
tyke Charlotte is upset by all of the screaming and 
shouting in the house. 

As Debbie goes into denial about turning 40 in the 
very same week that Pete celebrates the same 
milestone, husband and wife re-evaluate their 
stagnating marriage. They decide an emotional 
spring clean is in order, which has dramatic 
repercussions for Pete’s cash-strapped father 
(Albert Brooks) and Debbie’s employees (Megan 
Fox, Charlyne Yi) at her upscale clothing boutique, 
one of whom is dipping her polished nails into the 
till. 

This Is 40 hopes to recapture the sentimental glory 
of Knocked Up but lightning doesn’t strike twice, 
although it's close. 

Laughter and tears are weighted heavily in favour 
of the former with some very funny interludes, 
including a marijuana-spiked vacation and Rudd 


examining his lower portions in a mirror. 

However, the characters’ various emotional crises 
scream out for resolution well before Apatow 
decides that he’s had his fill. 

Rudd and Mann -Apatow’s real-life wife - are an 
attractive pairing and scenes of them bickering are 
galvanised by wonderful on-screen chemistry and a 
sharp script. 

Casting Mann’s daughters Iris and Maude adds to 
the realism of the dysfunctional on-screen family 
unit. 

A scene-stealing cameo from Melissa McCarthy 
(Bridesmaids ) delivers big laughs and Jason Segel 
and Chris O’Dowd catalyse an amusing rivalry for 
Fox’s affections. 

Regrettably, brevity is not the soul of Apatow’s wit. 
Where one snappy scene would suffice, the writer- 
director opts for protracted navel-gazing until we, 
like Pete and Debbie, begin to lose faith in the 
central relationship. 

At an exhausting 133 minutes, the film could 
arguably be re-titled This Is 40 Minutes Too Long.

WRECK IT RALPH Wreck-lt Ralph (voiced by John C 
Reilly) is the bad guy in a video game called Fix-It 
Felix Jr. However, after years of destruction, Ralph 
yearns to be the hero, so with a heavy heart he 
breaks protocol to seek adventure in a futuristic 
first-person shooting game called Hero's Duty, 
serving under the command of ballsy space trooper 
Sergeant Calhoun (Jane Lynch). But Ralph escapes 
the game and unwittingly transports an alien Cy- 
Bug from Hero's Duty into the neighbouring Sugar 
Rush racing game. While the creature lays eggs and 
prepares to overrun the realm of King Candy (Alan 
Tudyk) and his subjects, Ralph befriends diminutive 
misfit Vanellope von Schweetz (Sarah Silverman). 

WARM BODIES A terrible epidemic reduces most of the 
population to shuffling corpses incapable of speech or 
feeling. Survivors of the disaster are crammed inside a 
high-walled metropolis patrolled by General Grigio (John 
Malkovich) and his gun-toting troops. But when the 
general's feisty teenage daughter Julie (Teresa Palmer) 
ventures into the dead zone with her boyfriend Perry 
(Dave Franco) and best friend Nora (Analeigh Tipton), 
they come under attack from zombie buddies R 
(Nicholas Hoult) and M (Rob Corddry). R kills Perry and 
devours the boyfriend's brain, which transfers memories 
of Julie. Something stirs within the zombie and he 
rebels against his carnivorous nature to protect the 
terrified girlfriend from the marauding hordes. 

LES MISERABLES Former convict Valjean (Hugh 
Jackman) has reinvented himself as a revered 
factory owner in Montreuil-sur-Mer, where one of 
his workers - Fantine (Anne Hathaway) - is cruelly 
cast out when the foreman learns she has an 
illegitimate daughter, Cosette (Isabelle Allen). 
Determined to raise the money to keep her child 
under the roof of villainous Thenardier (Sacha Baron 
Cohen) and his wife (Helena Bonham Carter), Fantine 
sells her hair and then her body until Valjean 
discovers her close to death and agrees to raise 
Cosette as his own. So the story moves on a further 
nine years when revolutionary fervour surges 
through the grimy streets of Paris, inflamed by 
students Enjolras (Aaron Tveit) and Marius (Eddie 
Redmayne). The latter falls under the spell of 
Cosette (now played by Amanda Seyfried), unaware 
that Thenardier's daughter, Eponine (Samantha 
Barks), adores him from afar. 

I GIVE IT A YEAR The film begins with the wedding of 
Nat (Rose Byrne) and Josh (Rafe Spall), who have 
enjoyed a whirlwind romance and are looking forward to 
getting to know each better other as husband and wife. 
A toe-curling speech from best man Danny (Stephen 
Merchant) is the first bad omen and nine months later 
the couple are in a counselling session with a sardonic 
therapist (Olivia Colman) plagued by her own 
relationship issues. A depressed Josh seeks refuge in 
the company of kooky old flame Chloe (Anna Faris), who 
has been abroad for years and clearly still adores him, 
while corporate high flier Nat is wooed by charming 
American businessman Guy (Simon Baker).

Beware the Undervaluer 


Despite the credit crunch, the 
British remain passionate about 
home ownership. Banks are also in 
the business of lending money, yet 
having burnt their fingers with 
wildly generous lending in the past 
they are keen not to make the 
same mistake again. 

There is one particular effect of 
changes in the mortgage market 
that could affect you if you are 
currently buying or selling. That is 
the undervaluing surveyor! 

When your property goes on the 
market, your agent s job is to 
secure the very highest price the 
market will pay. An experienced 
local estate agent should have a 
pretty accurate idea of what the 
market will pay (although beware 
those agents who suggest a very 
flattering figure to impress you to 
gain your property, which then 
might struggle to sell and go stale 
on the market!). 

Once that figure, or one close to 
it, has been achieved and a sale 


has been agreed, the buyer will 
invariably arrange for a formal 
valuation to support their 
mortgage application. However, 
these valuations are designed to 
be a safety net for the lender and 
valuers are increasingly aware of 
reducing risk both for their client 
(the bank), and themselves. They 
have traditionally been more 
concerned about the evidence of 
previous sales than they are about 
what the market will actually pay 
today and we are currently 
experiencing some surprisingly 
high figures being achieved. . 

So buyers and sellers alike, both of 
whom really do want to move, 
should be prepared for a slight 
downvaluation following the 
mortgage valuation inspection, but 
not let it deter them. Unless the 
valuation affects the ability to 
borrow enough, it does not always 
follow that the price itself is 
unrealistic and need not 
necessarily be renegotiated 
between buyer and seller.

HE ADAM punts Vauxhall 
straight into the style-led 
city car sector. It’s striking, 
inside and out, and includes some 
features yet to be seen in this 
segment. The big question is will 
urban hipsters get past this most 
blue-collar of badges. 

Vauxhall has built some stylish 
cars in the past. The trouble is, 
they’ve only been stylish to a 
small percentage of the car 
buying population. A Vauxhall 
with widespread chic appeal? I’m 
struggling to think of one. Some 
of the company’s niche models 
have undoubtedly worked - and 
well, but with its ADAM city car, 
Vauxhall is looking to grab the 
attention of buyers who might 
otherwise choose a MINI, a Fiat 
500 or a Citroen DS3. 

We can’t even blame Vauxhall for 
that odd name. It’s an Opel thing. 
VauxhalTs sister brand in 
Germany flexed the corporate 
muscles and insisted it be named 
after Adam Opel, the firm’s 
founder. It’s got me wondering if 
it’ll start at trend for Biblical car 
names. Lotus Ezekiel anyone? 

Driving Experience 
Talk to anyone who really knows 
about cars and they’ll tell you 
how good the latest generation 


Corsa is. Trouble is, the man in 
the street still associates the 
Corsa with the mediocre vehicles 
that replaced the Nova and 
weren’t particularly great. The 
ADAM rides on a cut down 
version of the Corsa’s chassis and 
that can only be good news. It’s 
been extensively re-engineered to 
suit the demands of the shorter 
wheelbase. It’s ostensibly quite a 
simple set-up but Vauxhall has 
invested years of know-how. 

Up front are a set of MacPherson 
struts while the rear end uses a 
torsion beam set-up. Ease of use 
on urban roads is enhanced by a 
CITY mode, which increases the 
electronic power steering’s 
assistance at lower speeds. 

Design and Build 

This is a car that’s going to sell 
largely on whether the styling 
chimes with new car buyers and 
Vauxhall certainly can’t be 
accused of going at it half- 
cocked. There’s a lot going on, 
the design work attributed to Brit, 
Mark Adams’ team in Europe. 
The ADAM incorporates a 
‘floating’ roof, visually 
disconnected from the body, 
which works particularly well 
with two-tone colour schemes. It 
looks like no other Vauxhall but 


still incorporates a bunch of 
existing styling cues, such as the 
Astra’s wing-shaped chrome 
grille bar and the blade shape in 
the lower doors. Like MINI, 
Vauxhall is looking to appeal to 
the customer’s sense of 
individuality in the sheer amount 
of colour combinations and 
materials. Wheels range from 16 
inches in size for entry-level cars 
and there are 17 and 18-inch 
options further up the range, with 
a lowered sports chassis part of 
the deal. 


Unlike many cars which offer 
striking exterior designs but an 
interior that betrays a sudden 
curtailment of development 
budget, the cabin of the ADAM 
is, if anything, even bolder. 
There’s extensive use of body- 
coloured trim inserts, not only on 
the dashboard but also reaching 
along the centre console and onto 
the steering wheel aimed at 
giving the interior a real riotous 
personality. A seven-inch touch 
screen interface is the big point 
of interest from a technological 


perspective. It’s both iPhone and 
Android compatible, and can 
access internet-downloaded apps 
in the same manner as the latest 
Renault Clio and Peugeot 208. 
Where specified, the navigation 
and infotainment controls are all 
marshalled by the touch screen. 
There’s even a choice of 
headlining, including an LED-lit 
starlight roof trim. 

Market and Model 

Again with the wacky names. 


The ADAM is offered with three 
trim levels, JAM (fashionable/ 
colourful), GLAM (elegant/ 
sophisticated) and SLAM 
(racy/sporty). The latest 
generation ESP system is 
standard on all models and it 
includes a Hill Start Assist 
function. That wonderful star- 
effect roof and a heated steering 
wheel are options differentiateing 
the Vauxhall from the run-of-the- 
mill city car contenders and these 
surprise and delight features are 
key in a market that’s not always 
led fully by upfront pricing. 
Talking of which, expect the 
ADAM to open in the region of 
£11,000, so it should undercut 
the MINI, if not the Fiat 500. 
Cost of Ownershipword 
As you’d expect, the ADAM’s 
economy and emissions figures 
slightly better those achieved by 
the same engines in the heavier 
Corsa. So you can expect well 
over 50mpg on the combined 
cycle and close to 120g/km of 
C02 even from the pokey 100PS 
1.4-litre petrol variant. 

In other words, whichever model 
you opt for, day-to-day running 
costs aren’t going to generate 
much cause for concern. 
Insurance ratings and residual 
values look extremely promising.

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T HE Auris is a family 

hatchback developed from 
experience which bought us 
the best-selling car of this kind of 
all time - Toyota's Corolla, 35 
million of which were sold in its 
lifetime before the first generation 
Auris model took over in 2007. 
This original version, its name 
derived from the Latin, ‘aurum’, 
for gold, arrived as a safe and 
sensible choice that built upon the 
strengths of its predecessor 
without threatening the Focus and 
Golf fraternity in any particular 
way. It did though, have the dis¬ 
tinction of pioneering hybrid 
power in this segment back in 
2010 . 

But the world’s biggest brand 
needed to do more in a market 
increasingly demanding more 
dynamic, appealingly styled, 
hi-tech and efficient products. 
With tough competition not only 
from the mainstream makers but 
also from up-and-coming Korean 
budget brands, it needed to bring 
us a car like this, the second 
generation Auris model, launched 
here at the very end of 2012. 

Driving Experience 

The big news here is, when it 
comes to ride and handing, this 
Toyota is as good - and in most 
cases better - than just about 
everything else in this closely- 
fought market segment. 

This is really down to three 
things. 

■ Taking out weight. 

■ Stiffening the bodyshell. 

■ Lowering the centre of gravity. 
All key elements in improving 
handling, high speed stability and, 
as it happens, this model’s 
traditionally strong attribute, ride 
comfort. Refinement isn’t quite as 
impressive, despite the engineers’ 
best efforts, unless of course 
you’re in the clever hybrid model 
cruising along on silent battery 
power (as is possible in this vari¬ 
ant for up to 1.2 miles if you 
switch into its ‘EV’ mode). 

This petrol/electric Auris is 


unique in this segment, combining 
a 1.8-litre WT-i combustion 
engine with an electric motor to 
create a combined power output 
of 134bhp, accessible via a 6- 
speed CVT auto gearbox that’s 
supposed to make a better job of 
matching vehicle speed with 
engine revs than its predecessor 
but still whines when you rev it 
hard or try to match Toyota’s 
quoted performance stats of 
62mph from rest in 10.9s on the 
way to 112mph. 

As befits its hi-tech status, the 
Hybrid Auris gets the more 
sophisticated of the two 
suspension set-ups offered across 
the range, a double wishbone 
set-up also used on the more 
conventional 130bhp 1.6-litre 
Valvematic petrol variant I tried. 
Toyota has assumed the two 
remaining choices in the line-up, 
the 89bhp 1.4-litre D-4D diesel 


and the 98bhp 1.3 3-litre VVT-i 
petrol will be driven by people 
who care less about ride and 
handling, hence their need to 
make do with a simpler torsion 
beam rear suspension set-up. 
Design and Buildwordcount: 234 
If you’re familiar with the look of 
the first generation Auris, then 
you won’t be expecting what 
Toyota has served up with this 
MK2 model. The old car wasn’t a 
bad looker, just a little bit 
anonymous. This time round 
though, it’s as if everything has 
been sharpened and optimised to 
offer the much more extrovert 
design statement that Toyota calls 
its ‘Keen Look’. 

Despite an overall length increase 
of 30mm,Toyota is proud of the 
fact that this remains one of the 
most compact cars in the family 
hatchback class. Fortunately, some 
very design has ensured you don’t 


notice the slightly smaller 
dimensions. Take the reduced roof 
height, disguised by the way the 
roof gently bulges over the pas¬ 
senger’s heads. 

Out back, there’s slightly more 
bootspace than before - 360- 
litres. That applies right across 
the range, even to the Hybrid 
model, thanks to the relocation of 
that’s car’s battery pack to a 
position under the rear bench. 
Plenty of thought has also gone in 
up-front, where the seats have a 
much greater adjustment range. 

As for the dash - it doesn’t feel as 
plush and up-market as some 
rivals. Still, build quality from the 
British Burnaston factory is 
strong, plus the layout remains 
ergonomically sound and is at 
least a little more interesting than 
before, with the centre console in 
most variants dominated by this 
‘Toyota Touch’ multimedia screen. 

Market and Modelword 

Recognising the rivals for this car 
are priced more aggressively than 
ever, Toyota has sensibly kept 
Auris asking figures very 
reasonable, most models likely to 
be sold in the £15,000 to £23,000 
bracket. There’s a simple 
bodystyle choice between five- 
door hatch and (for a premium of 
around £1,000) ‘Touring Sports’ 
estate across the various petrol, 
diesel and hybrid engine variants 
on offer. 


petrol unit and you’ve the option 
of finding an extra £1,300 for the 
more frugal 1,4-litre D-4D diesel, 
with the pokier 1.8-litre 
petrol/electric Hybrid variant 
(which will probably be the UK 
best seller) a further £1,500 price 
step beyond that. 

Whichever five-door hatchback or 
estate ‘Touring Sports’ variant you 
choose with whichever main¬ 
stream engine - 1.33 or 1.6-litre 
petrol, 1,4-litre D-4D diesel or 
1.8-litre petrol/electric Hybrid - 
it’ll come reasonably equipped. 
Though the entry-level version 
does without the ‘Toyota Touch’ 
multimedia system with its DAB 
digital radio, Bluetooth ‘phone 
connectivity and rear view camera 
that most potential buyers will 
want, all three features are fitted 
further up the range, along with 
alloy wheels. 

And all models get LED daytime 
running lights, powered heated 
door mirrors, air conditioning 
with a pollen filter, a trip 
computer, a decent quality MP3 
CD stereo with USB and Aux 
connectivity, Hill Start Assist to 
stop you from drifting backwards 
on uphill junctions and nice 
touches like a front armrest and 
leather trim for a steering wheel 
that has stereo controls. 

Cost of ownership 

Inevitably, the 

headlines here are made by the 
hybrid petrol-electric Hybrid 
Synergy Drive model, able (on 
15-inch wheels) to deliver 
74.3mpg on the combined 
cycle and C02 
emissions as low as 
87g/km and include vir¬ 
tually no NOx or partic¬ 
ulate matter. 

Both the 1.33-litre WT-i 
petrol variant and the 1,4- 
litre D-4D diesel now get 
a Stop & Start system that 
cuts the engine when you don’t 
need it, with, as a result, the 1.33 


petrol managing 52.3mpg on the 
combined cycle and 125g/km of 
C02. As for the 1.4 D-4D diesel 
Auris, well you’ll have to try even 
harder to find a competitor able to 
match running cost returns that see 
it achieving a combined cycle read¬ 
ing of 74.3mpg and a C02 return 
of just 99g/km. 

The 1.6-litre Valvematic petrol 
variant I’m driving here has, rather 
unfathomably, to do without Stop 
& Start and, as a result, struggles a 
lot more on the balance sheet, 
managing a combined cycle 
reading of 47.9mpg and a C02 
return of 138g/km, figures you can 
in fact slightly improve by opting 
for the 7-speed CVT Multidrive S 
automatic gearbox. 

All models get pretty low insurance 
ratings (groups 7 to 14 on the 1-50 
scale), aided by the fact the Auris is 
unlikely to attract boy racers and 
repair costs have been kept to a 
minimum. 

Summary 

If you bring uncompromising 
reason to the purchase decision 
when it comes to getting yourself a 
new family hatchback, you’ll bond 
with this Auris right away. Optimal 
Drive technology, hybrid power, low 
servicing costs, impressive 
residuals: it’ll be music to your ears. 
This car now offers a lot more. You 
simply don’t expect it to be as 
sharp looking, as accomplished to 
drive and as value-orientated as it 
is. As a result, with a choice of 
petrol, diesel or hybrid, hatch or 
estate, this generation Auris 
deserves to finally shake off its 
image as a family hatchback 
makeweight. 

There are, it’s true, still more 
dynamic, more versatile and more 
up-market-feeling choices in this 
class, but few are now able to stack 
up as well as an overall ownership 
proposition. Finally, a family hatch¬ 
back with a Toyota badge that’s 
class-competitive in almost every 
way. It’s been a long time coming.

HE Ford Kuga is back - 
bigger and better than ever 
before. There’s still no 
seven-seat option but with an 
extra 81mm of length and an 
additional 71 litres of carrying 
capacity, it’s a far more practical 
proposition than before and just 
as good to drive. 

The problem with the old Kuga 
wasn’t that difficult to identify. It 
was just too small. For the 
amount of money you were 
paying - upwards of £21,000 - 
you weren’t getting a whole lot of 
metal for your money. This was a 
sustainable strategy when the 
cheaper and larger Korean 
opposition were a bit of a joke 
but it was never going to last. 

And that, in a nutshell is the 
design brief for the latest Kuga. 
It’s good looking, it drives well 
and it’s got a bit more room 
inside for family duties. 
Customers get to choose from 
two 1.6-litre turbocharged 
Ecoboost petrol units or two 2.0- 
litre turbodiesels. The petrol 
engines are rated at either 
148bhp or 177bhp, both 
managing the same torque figure 
of 240Nm. The entry-level petrol 
model is available in front-wheel 
drive guise with a manual 


gearbox, but the 177bhp version 
is sold exclusively as an all-wheel 
drive chassis with the Powershift 
automatic gearbox. Go diesel and 
there’s a 138bhp unit, expected to 
be the volume seller, generating 
320Nm of torque and a range¬ 
topping 161bhp lump that cranks 
out a hefty 340Nm. This engine 
is strong in a comparatively 
broad band between 1500 to 
4000rpm. 

All Kuga models get a quick and 
well-weighted electrically 
assisted steering system, although 
the strong self-centring action 
takes a little getting used to. 
Although Ford’s engineers deny 
it, the chassis of this model feels 
softer than the first generation 
car, so the ride is better, but 
there’s not that same puppyish 
attitude as before. 

The four-wheel drive system 
lends the Kuga a modicum of 
off-road ability but it comes into 
its own on road when pedalling 
the car quite hard. The torque 
vectoring control system reduces 
the sort of understeer you’d 
expect in a car of this type and 
sniffs out grip extremely well, 
shuttling drive between front and 
rear axles far more adeptly than, 
say, the Haldex system used 


extensively in Volkswagen group 
products. Drive a bit more 
sedately and you’ll be impressed 
by the Kuga’s ride quality and 
refinement. It can do the sporty 
thing but feels happiest when 
wafting. We’ll take that. 

The styling of the latest Kuga 
utilises an evolutionary look. 
Even if you’d never seen one 
before, the shape of the windows, 
the headlights and the rising belt 
line is all quite similar to its 


predecessor, which is no bad 
thing as that car was always one 
of the best-looking models in its 
class. As before, it’s based on 
Focus underpinnings, but this one 
has a much larger task ahead of 
it. Ford’s global policy is to 
reduce the number of different 
vehicle platforms across its 
portfolio, so this car not only has 
to replace the old Kuga in the 
UK and Europe, but it also has to 
replace the bigger Escape in the 


US. Just looking at its build 
process hints at Ford’s big 
picture. The chassis is built in 
Cologne, the powertrain in 
Dagenham and the upper body 
and interior in Detroit. Escapes 
are built in Louisville, America, 
and final assembly for Kugas is 
in Valencia, Spain. 

There’s decent headroom, despite 
the car being 8mm lower than 
before. Rear legroom is good too; 
certainly better than you’d get in 


a five-door Focus - quite an 
achievement given the need to 
package the all-wheel drive 
mechanicals. The rear seats also 
recline at the pull of a handle. 

The new car’s additional length is 
largely accounted for by luggage 
space. The old car had 410-litres 
of space available but even with 
the rear seats in their fully 
reclined position, there’s 438- 
litres in the latest car. Put the 
seats to a more upright position 
and you get up to 481-litres. 

Ford did well with the old Kuga, 
shifting more than 45,000 first 
generation models in UK since 
2008. Like its predecessor, the 
MK2 version will feature a three- 
spoke line-up in the UK - Zetec, 
Titanium and Titanium X. 

The 2.0-litre TDCi 161bhp model 
in Titanium trim, at around 
£25,500, is over £350 less than 
the old model, with standard 
equipment - including fold-flat 
seats, reclining rear seats, an 
adjustable load floor, Ford SYNC 
with Audible Text Messaging and 
Emergency Assist, a Visual AWD 
Monitor, Electronic Power 
Assisted Steering, Hill Start 
Assist and enhanced Cruise 
Control with an Active Speed 
Limiter. 
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Which will grab you? The eco-friendly Alto? The streetwise Swift? Or the spacious Splash? It’s a good job they're affordable, 
because they’re irresistable.

To say he got his fingers burnt is an 
understatement! 

Howick (64), co-owner of Harlow- 
based estate agents Howick & 
Brooker, endured an ill-fated time at 
the helm which went on to leave him 
with £800,000 debts and the loss of 
the dream six-bedroom family home 
he had had built in Old Harlow. 

It was under the stewardship of 
Howick and club co-owner Steve 
Allan that the proverbial muck hit the 
fan and it ended with the club - then 
known as the Owls - being suspended 
from competitive football by the FA 
in the 1992-93 season. 

The club were managed by Dave 
Edwards at the time and had reached 
the first round of the FA Cup in the 
1991-92 season before losing to 
Peterborough United. 

But Howick believes it could have 
been so different if Harlow Council’s 
planning committee had not stalled on 
a £3 million scheme to move the club 
to a site on the Pinnacles in Roydon 
Road which is now home to Harlow 
Greyhound Stadium. 

Planning officers were happy with the 
project which was the brainchild of 
Howick and Allen, but the council’s 
planning committee, led by then 
chairman Richard Howitt - now a 
Labour MEP - were not happy and 
rejected the proposal initially. 

The Isthmian League club had the 
backing of brewery Watney Truman, 
who had agreed to loan the club 
£500,000 to build the new stadium. 
Howick and Allen had already paid 
£500,000 to buy the 10-acres site, 
once the home of Johnson Mathey, 
and submitted a scheme for a stadium 
with a main stand, a pub and a 
bowling alley. 

The timing was crucial as it was near 
the end of the 1980s and shortly 
before the commercial property 
market crashed. 

The council did eventually approve 
permission in October 1990, but by 
this time the whole property market 
was in meltdown it was no longer 
financially viable. 

The project was due to be completed 
in May 1991 and although some work 
was carried out at the site, including 
the construction of a main stand 
which was funded by Howick and 
Allan, the money dried up and it 
eventually bit the dust. 

Howick explained: “We finally got 
planning granted on a second 
application but it was too late. The top 
price now for the commercial scheme 
was £2.5m, leaving half a million 
shortfall. We built the pub and 
football pitch and started main stand 
but ran out of monies.” 

Howick is certainly bitter about that 
time. 

Certainly he and Allan were seen as 
the villains of the piece as the club’s 
debts built up over the next couple of 
years and eventually went bust. 

“I feel bitter towards the council for 
their delaying tactics. It was a big ego 
trip but it all blew up in my face.

“Sad thing is, we WOULD have been 
successful with the project,” he 
fumed. 

Whitbread later bought Watney 
Truman and axed the agreed monies 
which had been allocated as a 
£500,000 loan to the club to pay for 
the project. 

“Whitbread did not like football club 
schemes and refused an increase of 
the loan and pulled out - and shut us 
down. They had their fingers burnt 
before by another club. 

“We continued to play football at the 
Sportcentre with considerable 
financial difficulty, but the second or 
third month into [the 1991-92 season] 
we withdrew all football wages.” 

In March 1992, the club were 


prevented from playing at the 
Sportcentre by the FA due to 
problems with the ground. 

Harlow played the rest of their games 
that season at neighbouring Bishop’s 
Stortford FC. 

Whitbread had also demanded the 
club settle its tab and asked Howick 
for £100,000. 

Finally with surging debts the club 
shut down and pulled out of the 
Isthmian League. 

Howick, chairman at the time, 
explained: “It was time to give in at 
the end of that season and pull the 
shutters down on HTFC. The ground 
was snatched back by Whitbread who 
sold it on for less than we wanted to 
top up the scheme to finish off and 
they lost the best part of £3 00k. 

“Poor business sense by them, spiteful 
in our view. We could have finished 
off the scheme and the brewery would 
have a first charge on a leisure site 
with football, ten pin bowling and a 
public house. Plus two bars plus 
facilities within the main building 
designed for conferences, functions 
and a permanent base for the football 


supporters and social club. 

“The rest as they say is history, loads 
of bad press, recriminations, sold up 
family home and moved on in life.” 
But Howick rebuilt his career and his 
life, and he certainly does not envy 
the job of Platinum Sports 
Management, now owners of Harlow 
Town FC as they come to grips with 
the unenviable task of running a 
football club. 

Howick joked: “Twenty years later 
I’m still being asked ‘how’s the 
football club getting on then?’ 

“Since my departure from HTFC, 
over the last twenty years, I have met 
with a future and past club chairman 
of HTFC along with someone else 
who was thinking of taking over a 
neighbouring senior club and I gave 
the two pending chairmen both the 
same advice: ‘Don’t bother, it’s ego 
sapping and no one has enough 
money to play the expensive game of 
non-League football and win. They 
both ignored me! 

“As someone once said, the best way 
to be a millionaire is to be a multi¬ 
millionaire and buy a football club!” 


'So sad I fell 
out with my 
pal Edwards' 


ONE of the saddest episodes of 
Alan Howick’s time as co-owner 
at Harlow Town Football Club 
was the break-up of his 
friendship with then manager 
Dave Edwards , pictured above. 
Edwards, one of Harlow's 
greatest managers, had 
fashioned an exciting side in the 
late 1980s with the likes of 
strikers Paul Battram and 
midfielder Richard Head. 


The collapse of the club due to 
massive financial difficulties 
came with Edwards’ team in the 
midst of a great FA Cup run. 

The run had only just started 
—iwhen Howick and co-owner 
Steve Allan could no longer 
afford to pay the players. 

It is with great credit that 
Edwards’ players carried on 
showing tremendous 

They were repaid as the club 
reached the first round for the 
first time since the 1981-82 
season, before losing to 
Peterborough United, then in the 
old third division. 

Peterborough, who won the tie 
7-0, had knocked Liverpool out 
of the League Cup that season 
and finished 6th in the league. 
Howick and Allan let the players 
share the monies raised through 
the Cup run. 

“Steve and I were not very 
popular but we got on with it 
and Edwards kept most of the 
team together on a shoestring 
and we get to the first round of 
the FA Cup!” explained Howick. 
“We were knocked out by 
Peterborough but it was a day 
out. We gave the gate monies due 
to the players. Dave [Edwards] 
worked his butt off." 


Edwards is now battling 
Alzheimer’s. Howick had known 
him since childhood. 


Howick concluded: “Regrets, a 
few, falling out with the manager 
and close friend Dave Edwards 
and co-director and the late 
John Sewell [former chairman]. 
“My family went through hell 
with the rumours as well as 
moving house. 

“Although, a couple of years ago 
Dave did come up to me 
privately to say ‘sorry, I didn’t 
fully appreciate what you went 
through’. 

“That was music to my ears as I 
was and have always been very 
fond of Dave; I’m only saddened 
by his illness.”

Boon, bust 
and Hawks 
meltdown 

The Star looks back at the 1992 collapse of HTFC

permission in the 1980s 
they craved from Harlow 
Council for a £3million 
project to build a new 
football ground on the 
old Johnson Mathey site 
in the Pinnacles, which 
later was sold off cheap¬ 
ly- 

The town council’s 
planning committee 
went against the recom¬ 
mendations of its plan¬ 
ning officers by initially 
refusing permission for 
the site. 

Building work eventu¬ 
ally started after plan¬ 
ning permission was 
finally granted in 
October 1990. 

By that stage Britain 
was in the grip of the 
worst residential and 
commercial property 
meltdown since the 
1950s and the project 
was unsustainable, par¬ 
ticularly after an agreed 
£500,000 loan from a 
major brewery chain was 
withdrawn. 

From there the club 
went on a downward spi¬ 
ral as the bills mounted 
and Howick, co-owner of 
Old Harlow-based estate 
agents Howick & 
Brooker, was left with 
£800,000 of debts and 
forced to sell his family 
home in Old Harlow. 

Twenty years after he 
quit the club, Howick 
spoke to Star Sports 
Editor Alan Scott about 
that dramatic time.

THE news last 
week that Harlow 
Town FC have been 
hit by a 10-point 
deduction for 
financial reasons, 
will have been met 
by a wry smile 
from Alan Howick, 
who was co-owner 
at the club when 
the Hawks went 
bust 20 years ago 
and were thrown 
out of the league. 

The well-known 
Harlow businessman 
knows how difficult it 
is to run a football 
club. 

Not a single com¬ 
petitive match was 
played in the 1992-93 
campaign as mounting 
debts forced Howick 
and co-owner Steve 
Allan to call time on 
the Isthmian League 
club. 

It’s a sad chapter in the 
life of Harlow Town FC 
that will never be forgot¬ 
ten. 

Linked to a doomed 
stadium switch to the 
Pinnacles - now home to 
Harlow Greyhound 
Stadium - Hawks’ finan¬ 
cial troubles became so 
bad after that that the 
money simply ran out, 
wages were withdrawn 
in the 1991-92 season 
and the club soon folded. 

It was a rollercoaster 
ride but it could have 
been so different had the 
club got the planning
